Opposite to the communists and

to restore order. It may be possible 
to proclaim a dictatorship as was 
done In Italy.

picture of contentment and pros- 
perity without quarrelling or arm- 
ing, should provide a great moral 
lesson to those uropean countries 
that continually criticise and envy 
North American prosperity, yet who 
consistently refuse to take tht 
medicines which would cure their 
ills and provide them with similar 
peace and prosperity 


"If 
only European countries 


would heed the lesson conveyed by 
Canada and the United States," de- 
clared the president, "they would 
strike at the root of their own con- 
tinued disagreements and, in their 
own prosperity, forget to inveigh 
constantly at ours." 


Europe Envj s U. S. 
"That we would reproach them 


for their resentment and envy," 
continued the president, "after all 
is but a manifestation of human na- 
ture, but rather should we sv-mpa- 
thize with their seeming inability 
to break the shackles of age-Ions 
methods and rejoice in our own re- 
lative freedom from the stultifying 
effect of old world customs and 
practices. We are not palsied by 
the habits of thousands of years. 
Others derive satisfaction 
from 


contemplating 
their 
resplendent 
pasts. We have relatively only the 
present to regard, with eager eyes 
fixed chiefly upon our future " 


President Harding^ said ive have 
no "departed greatness" to recov- 
er, no "lost provinces" to regain, 
no new territory to covet, no anci- 
ent grudges to "gnaw eternally at 
the heart of our national con- 
science " The president mentioned 
no names in citing these oft-used 
causes for war but the application 
to central Europe was unmistak- 
able. 


The president referred to En- 
gland as the motherland, to Canada 
and the United States as sister- 
lands and told hia audience the 
"ancient bugaboo of the United 
States scheming to annex Canada 
disappeared from all our minds 
years ago.

The president said one of the 
greatest aids to Canadian-Ameri- 
can accord was the constant inter- 
change of citizens. He pointed out 
that the United States had restrict- 
ed European immigration but that 
there were no restrictions to Cana- 
da and also pointed to the hea\y 
American investments in Canada 


"Our protection is in our frater- 


nity, our armor is our faith," the 
president said, "and God grant tha;

Problems, Says Senator;

WASHINGTON. July 26—Sena- 
tor Hiram Johnson's announcement 
in New York that he is as firmly 
opposed as ever to permitting the 
United States to mix up in Euro- 
pean political affairs, either thru 
the league of nations or the world 
court as proposed by President 
Harding, however, that his speech 
last night had made it increasingly 
clear that the Johnsonian platform 
and policies with respect to foreign 
relations must be taken into con- 
sideration in any plans of the re- 
publican party for the 1924 presi- 
dential campaign. 


Those who had hoped that John- 
son would take the opportunity af- 
forded by his appearance in New 
York to make known his desire to 
run for the presidency were some- 
what disappointed by the Calftorn- 
ian's reticence, despite an under- 
current of feeling among the John- 
son followers that the time is not 
yet ripe for him to definitely re- 
veal any presidential aspirations 
which he may now have. 


As a result of the Johnson speech 
and the arrival of a number of **a- 
atofiaP leaders of both parties in 
Washington., there waa consider- 
able buzzing and stirring, in politi- 
cal circles here today. 
Senator James E. Watson, repub- 


lican of Indiana, haa arrived In the 
capital from Pennsylvania for a 
series of conferences with other 
republican chiefs, including Sena- 
tor Curtis of Kansas, the majority 
whip, Senator Moses of New Hamp- 
shire, Representative Wood of In- 
diana, and John T. Adams, the 
chairman of the national commit- 
tees.The political upheaval in Minne- 
sota which reduced the republican 
majority in. the senate by the elec- 
ion of the farmer-labor candidate, 
the national significance of Senator 
Johnson's New York speech and 
other recent political events were 
to form the subject matter of these 
conferences. 
Senator Watson and other lead-
